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In response to the Office Action dated March 22, 2002, please enter the following 
amendments in the above-referenced application. Reconsideration of the present 
appUcation is respectfully requested in view of the following amendments. 
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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend claim 1 as follows: 

1 . (Amended) A motor vehicle headlamp, comprising a light source for 
generating light, a mirror possessing first and second focal regions, and a converging 
lens, the source being placed in the first focal region and the lens having a focus located 
in the second focal region, the mirror and the lens having axes which are essentially 
coincident defining an optical axis of headlamp, and the headlamp further including a 
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mask located in the region of the focus of the lens, in order thus to project a beam having 
an upper cut-off defined by said mask, and the mirror having at least a first area for 
concentrating the light in the vertical direction, towards a vertical focusing baseline 
extending substantially horizontally and transversely to the optical axis and passing close 
to the focus of the lens, wherein the mirror further comprises at least one corrected 
vertical focusing area for concentrating the light, in the vertical direction, towards a 
second vertical focusing baseline separate from said vertical focusing baseline in the 
axial direction, in order thus to increase a width of the light reflected by said first area 
along said optical axis. 



Status of Claims: 

Claims 1-11 are pending in the appUcation. 
Claims 1-11 are rejected. 

Claim 1 has been amended, no new matter has been added. 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for notice that claims 1-11 are allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph: 

The Office Action indicated that claims 1-11 have been rejected as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, the Examiner stated that the term 
"thickness" in claim 1 was given a meaning that is repugnant to the usual meaning of the 
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that term. Applicant submits that claim 1 has been amended so that the term "thickness" 
is substituted with the term *Vidth". Applicant believes that claims 1-11 are now in 
condition for allowance. Therefore, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
